“CROWNER'S quest law” expounded by a 
tinker could hardly be more ridiculous than 
court-martial law as laid down by the body 
that recently tried General Swarm. After ex- 
cluding witnesses for errors of religious opin- 
ion, the court-martial sent to the President a 
lot of findings at variance with the evidence 
and a sentence absurdly trivial as compared 
with the findings. When the record was re- 
turned indorsed with the President’s reasons 
for withholding his approval, the court-mar- 
tial adhered to its findings, but changed the 
sentence to one the execution of which was 
legally impracticable. After receiving a second 
severe lecture from the President the court- 
martial formulated a third sentence suspending 
Swarm from rank and duty for twelve years, 
with forfeiture of half his pay. Commenting 
on this, Mr. ARTHUR says: 

It is difficult to understand how the Court could 
be willing to have the officer tried retained as a 
pensioner upon the army register, while it ex- 
pressed its sense of bis unfitness to perform the 
duty of his important office, by the imposition of 
two different sentences under which he would be 
deprived permanently of bis functions. The idea 
that an office like that of Judge Advocate General 
should remain vacant in effect for twelve years, 
merely to save a part of its emoluments to its in- 
cumbent under such circumstances, would seem to 
come from an inversion of the proper relations of 
public offices, and those holding them, and is an 
idea not suited to ohr institutions. 


But seeing that it was useless to expect any- 
thing better from the Court, the President felt 
constrained to approve this sentence as the best 
he could do under the circumstances. The ac- 
tion of the court in the Swam and Morrow 
cases indicates that its members entertain re- 
markably latitudinarian views in regard to 
“conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man,” and also in regard to the proper punish- 
ment of such conduct.
